S.O. 759(E) .—In exercise of the powers conferrerl 
by sub section (1) of section 29T5 of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act. 1951, (65 of 
1951) tne Central Government hereby exempts all 
industrial undcrtalcings engaged in the manufacture 
or production of automobile tyres and tubes from 
the operation of sections 10, 11, llA and 13 of the 
said Act and the rules made thereunder subject to 
the following conditions, namely 

1. The article of manufacture shall not be an arti¬ 
cle reserved for the small scale sector as specified in 
Schedule III to notification of the Government of

2. The industrial undertaking is not locateU or 
proposed to be located within 

(i) 50 kilometers of the periphery (i.e. boun¬ 
dary of the urban area limits) of cities hav¬ 
ing a population of more than 25 lalJis ac¬ 
cording to 1981 census ; 

(ii) 30 kllometets of the periphery of cities hav¬ 
ing a population of more than 15 laths W 

less than 25 lakhs according to 1981 censu.s: 

(iii) 15 kilometers of the periphery of cities Pav¬ 
ing a population of more tlran 7.5 lakhs but 
less than 15 lakhs according to 1981 censu.s , 

(iv) the standard urban area|municipa] limits of 
other cities and towns. 

3. In respect of industrial undertakings falling 
within tlic purview of the Monopolies and Restru- 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), or the 
Foreim Exchange Regulations Act, 1973 (16 of 1973), 
tile aforesaid exemption is subject to the following 
further conditions, namely 

(i) The industrial undertaking is located in any 
area declared by tlie Central Government as 
a backward area.

their application required to be made under 
the Industries (Development and Regula¬ 
tion) Act.
